Ulcer Operations 


We doctors tend to advance by fads. 
Some 20 years ago, it was a fad, in cases of 
stomach ulcer, to cut the long “vagus” 


For a while, surgeons 
everywhere were cutting 
these nerves; and then, so 


Some pa- 
tients did well enough 
without their vagus 


had always kept a new ulcer from coming. 
When we doctors learned that a vagotomy 
could not be counted on to do this, in most 
big clinics; the operation was largely given 
up, and used only in desperate cases when 
the surgeon did not know what else to do. 
Now, apparently, the fad is coming back,

As T have often said, I can cure or relieve 
the distress of most of the people I see with 
ulcer if I can only get them to tell me what 
is gnawing at their heart, and then induce 
them perhaps to change their job, or to learn 
to live more peacefully with their unhappi- 
ness, or great tension. 

Often I cure a man with an ulcer just by 
inducing him to get out of a business that is 
distressing him greatly. When I can do this, 
there is rarely any need for any operation. 

The few people with ulcer that I always 
have-to have operated on right away are 
those with uncontrollable pain, perhaps with 
obstruction at the outlet of the stomach, or 
perforation into the head of the pancreas, or 
frequent bleeding. I advise operation in the 
cases of older persons who recently got an 
ulcer in their stomach: an “ulcer” in the 
stomach of an older person can be cancerous, 
and so I do not want to trifle with it.
